962 bales of lint and 394,487 of llnt- 
ers, compared with 073,542 and 
398,580 on July 31 this year, and 
653,087 and 288,807 on Aug, 31'last 
year. 
In public storaga and at com- 
presses, 9,121,291 bales, compared 
with 9,122,178 and 81,708 on July 
31 this year, and 11,829,439 and 82,- 
106 on Aug. 31 last year, 
Cotton Imported during August 


totaled 10,153 bales, compared with 
18,254 during July this yoar, and 
13,494 during August last year. 
Exports of domestic cotton dur- 
ing August totaled 64,743 bales or 
lint and 4,210 of llnters, compared 
with 120,388 and 4,746 during July 
this year and 214,541 and 33,012 
during August last yoar.
